Presidency of the Students' Council 



Now that the nominations for the presidency of the Coun- 
cil have closed and the various organizations are doing 
their utmost to get the undergraduates in line for the polls 
a week from Tuesday, it remains for the electorate to care- 
fully weigh the qualifications of the respective candidates. 
The Importance of selecting the candidates best fitted for 
the position cannot lie overestimated. Looking at the mat- 
ter entirely apart from the men who are in the field it is 
surely pertinent to lay down certain standards to which 
the successful candidate ean be expected to Conform, 

• • • a • 

The Students CotincA is, first and foremost, an executive 
to deal with financial affairs. The disposition of all under- 
graduate funds and the careful supervision of the manner in 
which these funds are spent require an amount of business 
ability and steady executive power which certainly cannot 
tie despised, The man who is to keep a watchful eye <m all 
branches Ol undergraduate activity and exercise a nice dis- 
crimination in the matter of 'the claims of the various clubs 
must have considerable executive and business experience, 
else the task will prove to him exceedingly arduous. It may 
be said, of course, that the president need share only a part 
of the Council's responsibilities when lie has, as colleagues, 
such a number of représentative leaders. Even so it cannot 
be denied that on the shoulders of the president devolves 
the burden of actual initiative and, to quite a considerable 
extent, the dictation of the Council's policy, It can, there- 
fore, be laid down as the. first qualification that the presi- 
dent must have steady executive ability and either business 
experience Of a natural predilection towards financial mat- 
ters,

A qualification almost :i s necessary as the ' ri . is a com- 
prehensive knowledge of undergraduate affairs, !o iie an -.l 
only by a wide range of experience and sym] at!. v. The presi- 
dent should liavo come into intimate contact witli at least 
one main branch of student activity. I!, sales this he should 
have displayed interest in the welfare and progress of all 
principal student enterprises. In other words, he must be a 
recognized success as a prominent executive man in come 
organization and above all he must be an ARDENT Mc- 
GILL MAN, one whose only aim and whosa chief reward is 
to accomplish something of positive and lasting value to 
his Alma Mater. By "an ardent McCiill man" we do not 
mean one who is fond of ostentatiously disennting on his 
achievements and devotion but rather one who lets his 
deeds Bpeuk for themselves. 

Next to the administrative capacity and knowledge of stu- 
dent affairs in general, the quality which Is of particular 
importance in this election is PROGRESSIVENESS. Any- 
one who has given the most cursory attention to present- 
day conditions at McGill knows full well that the Univer- 
sity is undergoing a transitional epoch and that the signs 
of great change arc everywhere encountered. The fact of the 
matter is that the undergraduate body ! s about to conform 
to an entirely new order of things. The era of the Greater 
McGill, inaugurated last fail, is already being re-echoed in 
all departments of the University. The man who is to be 
the official head of the undergraduates must be thoroughly 
impregnated with the spirit of the new er R ami must give 
himself over to a contemplation of NEW NEEDS and NEW 
IDEAS. The spirit of reform is upon us and we cannot af- 
ford to elect an apostle of the old creed. 

• • • • • 

A qualification which asserts itself more and more as the 
years go by and a quulifioation which is already an essen- 
tial is ability to sprak in public in a forcible and attractive 
manner. The President of the Students' Council is required 
to ofliciate at almost, all university functions and recep- 
tions. The prestige and effect, which prompt and able public 
utterance cun secure arc amply attested by the happy man- 
ner in which this year year's president conducted himself on 
all Important puttie occasions. Ability to speak in public 
will not be regarded an unnecessary asset for the president 
when it is realized that the absence of such a faculty on his 
part is an unfavorable reflection on the whole university. To 
use his administrative capabilities to the best advantage, 
to heighten the importance and Influence of his office, to 
further a policy of progresRivenesB and reform, to lie always 
an ahle and effective advocate and representative of the 
undergraduates, the President of the Council must be a 
SPEAKER OF CONSIDERABLE ABILITY. This quality is 
being recognized and taken into consideration more and more 
in the most modern nnd best organized universities on the 
continent. It is for this reason that we rather lament the 
Council's ofllcinl frown on campaign meetings. 



Sociul aptitude is a pre-requisitc for the Presidency of the 
Students' Council. The most important event of the univer- 
sity social season comes under his immediate cognizance aiwl 
management. The Alma Mater Dance organization needs ut 
its head one who is generally runcnized as possessing in 
an eminent degree those qualities of fineBse and polish which 
go to make up that exquisite being — "the college social suc- 
cess." Besides this, of course, there are the well-nigh innu- 
merable social functions of all kinds at which a good show- 
ing and a favorable impression made by the Council's presi- 
dent goes far to contribute to the legitimate prestige of bis 
office. 

• • • • « 

That the president of the Council be well-known and popu- 
lar go.is without saying. Affability in manner and general 
interest in undergraduates, individually us well as collective- 
ly, are certainly not inconsistent with due propriety and 
dignity. The fact that the Council is in a sense a tribunal 
of justice and an intermediary between the faculty of stu- 
dents un the one hand and between "town and gown" ou 
the other renders a firm judicial capacity, al'.ied with a 
knowledge of human nature and broad-mindedness, anotbei 
qualification for the ideal president.

it win be impossible for any candidate t.. combine ail tl 
above qualifications, so the duty for tbe elector is to DE- 
TERMINE FOR HIMSELF the candidal ■ who approximates 

most nearly to the standard set up, Then will probably 

be a great deal of canvassing on .ill sides during the wees. 
Such is inevitable in any campaign but particularly in one 
which will proïably afford 110 opportunity for the electorate 
to hear the candidates themselves set forth their ideals and 
platform. Such being the casa we would urge the friends 
and supporters of each candidate to organize immediately if 
they have not done so already, While the principle of biased 
canvassing is a doubtful one, still we are forced to coun- 
tenance it under existing cirsumstances. The only hope 1b 
that all the- men nominated will have organizations of ecr-ual 
strength so that in each cuse the convassing results will be 
nullified. 

Fortunately for the welfare of McGill all three nominees 
are excellent men fur the presidency. Indeed it is safe Ui 
say that fortune could not have picked out uny other trio 
which in general popularity nnd nbility would have bee* 
comparable to Messrs. McNaughton, Sargent and Glllmor,

SYNOPSIS OF CANADIAN NORTH 
WEST LAND REGULATIONS 

Any person who is the sole head of 
a family, or any male over IS years 
old, may hcjmcstead a quarter sec- 
tion of available Dominion land in 
Manitoba, .Saskatchewan or Alberta 
The applicant must appear in person 
at the Dominion Lands Agency or 
Sub-agency for the district. Kntry 
by proxy may he mnde at any agen- 
cy, on certain conditions by father, 
mother, son, daughter, brother or 
sister of intending homesteader. 

Duties.— Six months' residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each 
of three years. A homesteader may 
live within nine miles of his home- 
stead on a farm of at least 80 acres 
solely owned and occupied by him or 
by his father, mother, son, daughter, 
brother or sister. 

In certain districts a homesteader 
in good standing may pre-empt a 
quarter-section along side his home- 
stead. Price $3.00 per acre. 

A homesteader who has exhausted 
his homestead right and cannot ob- 
tain a pre-emption may enter for a 
purchased homestead in certain dis- 
tricts. Price $3.00 per acre. Duties. 
—Must reside six months in each of 
three years, cultivate fifty acres and 
erect a house worth $300.00.
